‘Verily I say unto you, all sins shall be forgiven unto the sons 
of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever they shall blaspheme: but 
he that shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost hath never forgive- 
ness, but is in danger of eternal damnation: because they said, He 
hath an unclean spirit”—Mark $:28-30. 


In this passage and the kindred 
account by Matthew in his Gos- 
pel we have before us that one 
peculiar, distinct and terrible sin 
which preachers all along have 
called the “unpardonable” sin. It, 
I think, is true that the term in 
verse 29, “but is in danger of 
eternal damnation,” is, as sug- 
gested in the margin of my Bible, 
more literally to be translated, 


“ *Gs bound by an eternal sin,” 


Perhaps all gospel preachers 
preach on this terrible sins Cer- 


tainly they ought to. If there is 
one sin for which no forgiveness 
. -is possible and-if men are in dan- 
‘ger of committing it, surely they 
“must be warned with all earnest- 
“ness and honesty by the prophets 


of God. | 

I take it that our Lord in say- 
ing in verse 28 that “all sins shall 
be forgiven. unto the sons of men, 


and.blasplemies -wherewith ~<so-; 
ever they shall blaspheme,” means 


that all.sins save the oné mén- 
tioned in the next verse are for- 
giveable; that is, they will be for- 
given if the conditions are met 
by the one sinning. He surely is 
seeking to emphasize the terrible- 


mess of the sin of blasphemy 


against the Holy Spirit, for in con- 


>. trast to all other sins and ‘blas- 


phemies. which may be forgiven, 
this sin precludes forgiveness for- 


ever. How his language “hath 
never forgiveness” strikes a chill 


in the heart of one who reads and 


believes as he reads. 


Two things seem to be clear 
about this sin. First, it is a sin 
against the Holy Spirit. It is not 
against the Father or the Son, 
but against the Hgly Spirit. . 

Second; it is an eternal sin. Its 
consequences are eternal. There 
is no provision made for forgive- 
ness. 


I. YOU DO NOT HAVE TO COM-

TO HELL 

Jesus said in John, chapter 8, 
“If ye believe not that I am he, 
ye shall die in your sins and 
whither I go ye cannot come.” If 
a man does not repent toward God 
and receive forgiveness through 
Christ, he will go to the same Hell 
that the terribly hard-hearted sin- 
ner who blasphemes against the 
Holy Spirit goes.on. Oh, my friend, 
if there were only one sin against 


‘which. to. warn you,-the preacher's: 


I do 
not suppose the rich man about 
whom. Jesus spoke in. Luke, chap- 
ter 16, committed the unpardon- 
able sin; but he died and went to 
Hell and screamed in agony, “I 


am sure the “other” dying thief 
did not. commit this awful sin, but 
he died with a curse on his lips 
and did not go where Jesus went 
with the believing thief. Likely 
Herod, the king of the Jews, did 
not commit this awful sin; but he 
died a horrible death and is in 
Hell now, wailing and gnashing

Although there 
are some who deny the future 
existence of the’ soul, and say, 
“there is no Heaven and no Hell,” 
and many of these same people 
say, “there is no God,” certainly 
they are in the minority. The 
majority. of people with whom 
we come in contact from day to 


day do béheve in-# Heaven and} 


a Hell. They have been taught 
about Heaven at mother’s knée in 
the home and im their Sunday 
School. They have sung. about 
it; they have read about it in the 
Bible and so they recognize the 
fact of Heaven. 


More than .that—most people 
plan to go to Heaven. I.have 
had the privilege of talking to 
many, many who do not know 
Christ as their Saviour and I have 
asked them about this matter. 
With hardly an exception every- 
one has insisted that they are 
planning to go to Heaven.

cept such a philosophy and a 
greater tragedy that men should 
glorify the idea with a moving 
picture show, thus, creating false 
irapressions in the minds of mil- 
lions that they don’t have to 
worry about Heaven, just “eat, 
drink and be merry,” have a good 
time, and when they get ready to 
give Heaven consideration, it will 
be all right, for “Heaven can 
wait.” 


I. SOME BIBLE ILLUSTRA- 
LIONS OF THIS PHILOSOPHY. 


The idea that “Heaven can 
wait” isn’t anything new. — The 
fact is that down through the 
ages of man’s history, he has 
been characterized by a “put it 
off attitude’ so far as Heaven 
and eternal life are concerned. 
The Bible is literally filled with 
illustrations of those who have 
lived their lives in keeping with 
this philosophy. 


The People of Noah’s Day 


For instance, take the case of 
the people who lived in Noah’s 
time. In Genesis 6:5, we are told 
“. .. that the wickedness of man 
was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts 
of his heart was only evil con- 
tinually.” So God sent Noah to 
preach to the people of his day 
to warn them of the wrath of 
God and of the necessity of im- 
mediately repenting and getting 
right with Him. He told them 
of the coming judgment, urged 
them not to delay in the making 
of their. preparation, but ‘they 
mocked him and ridiculed the 
idea of the coming judgment and 
said: | 

“We have plenty of time. There 
isn’t any need to be in a hurry.” 

This went on and on for one 
hundred twenty years and then 
cne day God’s time came and the 
judgment fell. Noah and his fam- 
ily. were taken by God into the 
ark and the door was shut, and 
then the rain began to fall. It 
had never happened before, but 
it happened in accordance with 
God’s promise, “The fountains of 
the deep were opened up. and 
the waters covered the earth, and 
every living creature died.” They 
did not heed the warning of God 
-—they laughed at the idea ‘of 
judgment, but it came and took 
them all away. 


The Rich Fool 


In the twelfth chapter of 
Luke’s Gospel we read about a 
man of another day who felt that 
Heaven could wait.” 


“And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a 
certain rich man krought forth 
plentifully: 

“Ard he thought. within him- 
self, saying, “What shall I do, 
because I have no room where 
to bestow my fruits? . 

“And he said, This will I do: 
I will pull down my barns, and 
build greater; and there will I 
bestow all my fruits and my 
goods. 

“And I will say to my soul, 
Soul, thou hast much goods laid 


CAN'T WAIT" 


Here was a man who wanted 
ali he could get out of life. Ap- 
parently he was a man of con- 
siderable means already. He had 
much grounds and apparently his 
previous crops had been large, for 
his storehouses were already 
filled when this unusually bounte- 


ous crop was about to be har- 
vested. After taking a __ trip 
through the fields and witnessing 
the abundance of his grain, he 
asked himself, “What will I do 
for I have no room where I can 
bestow my fruits?” And then, 
he said, “I know what I'll do. V'll 
‘ear down the barns I havé and 
huild greater ones and there will 
{ bestow all my fruits and my 
goods, and then I will say to my- 
self, ‘Now, I don’t~have anything 
to worry about. I have much 
goods laid up for many years. I 
can take it easy, eat, drink and 
be merry. I have worked hard 
over many years and now I am 
wealthy. Now, I will take time 
out to have a good, time.’” 


He gave no thought at all to 
the matter of his soul or of 
inuking preparations for Heaven; 
for, he felt that could wait. All 
that he had been interested in 
up until that time was making 
money Now, he had made his 
money and he was going to spend 
it and have a good time. “Heav- 
en could wait.” 


Another Rich Man 


In the sixteenth chapter of 
Luke there is another rich man, 
In verse nineteen we read that 
“he was clothed in purple and fine 
linen and fared sumptuously every 
dav.” In the twenty-fifth verse 
we read: 

“In thy lifetime receivedst thy 
good things, ...’ Here was a 
man, according to the Scripture, 
who- had everything, his heart 
could possibly desire while on 


earth. He had the very finest 


clothes. His wardrobe was burst- 
ing with the finest linens and 
costly raiment of his time. He 
had a fine house with servants 
and everything he wanted to eat. 
He lacked no good thing so far 
as material things were con- 
cerned. He enjoyed the luxuries 
ef his day. The Scripture says: 
“he fared sumptuously.” No 
doubt, he knew better than to 
leave God out of his. thinking, 
but that is exactly what he did. 
He was too busy making money 
and having a good time, and liv- 
ing sumptuously. Death was 
something a million miles away 
so far as he was concerned. He 
knew about Heaven. He knew 
ahcut the preparation he had to 
make in order to go there, but 
he felt he could take his time 
about that. Some day after he 
had enjoyed life to the fullest ex- 
tent, after he had drank the cup 
of pleasure to its dregs, after he 
had everything the world had to 
offer, then he would give consid- 
eration to that matter. Perhaps, 
his conscience suggested on many 
an occasion, “Better not delay 
any longer; better settle the mat- 
ter concerning Heaven, before it’s 
too late.” But, he would say, 
'“Rubbish! T’ve plenty of time. 
When I get around to it, I will. 
| “Heaven could wait” for him, too. 
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-crastinate in this matter. . 
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should suffer and he should be 
the first who should rise from 
the dead and should show light 
until the people and to the Gen- 
tiles.” It was a stirring message 
—a message preached in the 


power and demonstration of the 
Spirit of God. It convicted Festus 
and caused him to cry out with a 
loud voice: 

“Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee 
mad“ (vs. 24). Then King Agrippa 


said: “Almost thou _ persuadest 
me to be a Christian.” “Almost 
.... but so far as the record 


is concerned, he is a lost man, 
because to him, “Heaven could 
wait.” He was too important. He 
had too muck to do. He was not 
willing to pay the price at that 
time. He was almost decided, 
but “almost is but to fail; almost 
will not avail, Sad, sad, that bit- 
ter wail, Almost, but lost!’’ 


Yes, in the days of Noah, in the 
days of Christ, in the days of the 
Apostles, men v@re guilty of the 
spirit which is expressed by the 
philosophy of modern __ times, 
“Heaven can wait.” 


Il. PLAIN TEACHING OF 
THE BIBLE 


Because this is a very serious 
matter, because it involves life 
and death, Héaven and Hell, I 
would like for you to give full 
attention as I check over again 
the false philosophy of the world 
in the light of the plain, positive 
statements of the Word of God. 
There is no excuse of not kKnow- 
ing what the Bible teaches con- 
cerning this. It is as clear as a 
bell and so simple a little child 
can understand it. Take, for in- 
stance, the case of the rich man 
in Luke 12, as he stood there 
saying, “I'll pull down my barns 
and build greater, and Ill say 
to my soul, ‘Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years, 
take thine ease, eat, drink and be 
merry;.. ..°’°™” We read: “But 
God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee. Then whose shall 
those things be which thou hast 
provided ?” 

“So is he that layeth up 
treasure for himself, and is not 
rich toward God.”™ (Luke 
12:20-21). 

He thought he could get by, 
but God said that he was a fool. 
Why? Because he had left God 
out of his thinking; because he 
felt “Heaven could wait’; because 
he felt he could go on, make 
money and have a good time, 
“eat, drink, and be merry,” and 
live a life of ease, when all the 
time he was approaching the day 
when his soul was to be required 
of him. God had given him op- 
portunity after opportunity but 
repeatedly he had refused to giye 
consideration to the most “impor- 
tant decision necessary for any 
man to make, and so he became 
the rich fool who left his crop 
unharvested. His barns were 


not pay to “put it off’ and pro- 
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chance, and then in ease you are 
ushered into Eternity: before you 
have made adequate preparation 
to die, that God will be merciful 
and gracious, and will let you 
get by in spite of your neglect. 
A holy, a righteous, a just and‘an 
honest God could not overlook 
your sin and your negle¢t. He 
‘would have to fulfill His Word 
which says: “The wages of sin 
is death” (Rom. 6:23). 

Now, look at the rich man over 


‘lin Luke 16. He was a man of 


wealth, of means, and. influence, 
and ‘fared sumptuously every 
day.” He had everything his 
heart could possibly desire, but 
there came a day when he died 
and was buried. Then the Scrip- 
ture says in verse 23: 

“And in Hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments..... ” What, 
in Hell? Yes! And, why? He 
missed Heaven, because he felt 
“Heaven could wait.” He pro- 
crastinated in the matter of 
| making plans to die; he had put 
off preparation for Heaven, no 
'doubt, meaning to do something 
about it when he had more time, 
but one day, suddenly and unex- 
pectedly, and long before he had 
planned on it, came God's ap- 
pointed time for him to die. He 
had to leave his wealth, his fine 
| clothes, his beautiful home and 
/servants; and: his sumptuous liv- 
ing. His pleasure and his busi- 
ness had to be suddenly dropped, 
and he made his exit from this 
world through death. Then he 
discovered that he had been liv- 
ing in a fool’s paradise. His eyes 
were opened to the truth and he 
knew that the philosophy of the 
world was a lie. He saw his 
great mistake, but it was too late 
to do anything about it. He knew 
then that “Heaven can’t wait,’ 
but he had waited too long to 
make the discovery. Oh, the 
tragedy, of a man who knows 
there is a Heaven, that there is 
a Hell, plans to go to Heaven 
and understands what prepara- 
tions need to be made, but be- 
cause of procrastination, because 
of hesitancy, because of ‘putting 
it off’, because of delay, because 

e feels “Heaven can wait,” he 
suddenly awakens in the flames 
of Hell. Millions there must be 
in that infernal region who are 
crying out today: “If I had only 
known, if I had only known, I 
would not have waited. I would 
have decided for Christ when I 
had an opportunity! But new, 
it is too late, too late!” Many 
people feel there is no hurry 
about making preparations for 
Heaven. They feel they will live 
to a ripe old age and there will 
be plenty of time to decide. How 
false is this assumption! How 
foolish is this attitude in the light 
of every day experience!

1. Adultery is not the unpard- 
onable sin about which Jesus 
speaks in our text. Adulterers can 


jbe saved. They have been saved. 


I'll meet David, the ex-adulterer, 
on the Glory Side. I'll look into 
the face of the woman of Sama- 
ria who had had five husbands and 
was at the time our Lord dealt 
with her living with a man not 
her husband, when I get to Heav- 
en. I'll shake hands with once 
scarlet women; now made pure, 
whom I have had the joy of lead- 
ing to Christ. 


But many who now walk the 
‘prim e:path will die and scream 
ferumercy. throughout the endless 
Teaches of eternity unless they 
repent of their awful sin and come 
to Jesus for salvation. Today 
adultery stalks our land, in the 
back alleys and on main streets, 
in hovels and palaces, in homes 
and churches. It is being fed by 
the modern movie, the licentious 
magazine, the lewd dress of sup- 
posedly good women, the break- 
down of restraint. Thousands are 
being caught in its gaping grasp. 
Hell will be peopled by all such 
if they die in that condition. Be 
warned, my lost friend; die in your 
sins and you cannot go where 
Jesus is. 


2. Cursing is not the awful sin 
of which Jesus speaks in our text. 
God saved me from the terrible, 
wicked sin of cursing. There is 
forgiveness for the man of the 
filthy mouth. The Apostle Peter 
was such a man, as witnesses by 
his lapse into swearing when he 
went back on his Lord; but there 
is forgiveness for such, Yet I 
sharply remind you that one of 
the almost universal sins of the 
hour is the use of God’s Holy 
name by men, women, and even 
children to “cuss with.’ Once this 
sin was confined to the pool hall, the 
saloon, the barber shop, etc. Now 
we hear it on the bus, in the sta- 
tion, in the home, on the street. 
Once only “tough” men cursed. 
Now we hear it on every hand. 
My friend, this sin, unrepented of, 
will land you in Hell ‘if you die 
in your sins,’ said Jesus. 

3. Booze guzzling is not the un- 
pardonable sin, but it is making 

on every side and ‘no 
drunkard shall enter the streets 
of pearl.’ God can and will save

reverently) he saves very few of 
them. For every booze drinker 
we reach for Jesus, perhaps ten 
or a hundred die in their sins 
without Christ and go to Hell. I 
warn you, my reader, you had 
better quit while you can. You 
had better repent before you die 
or you will have as companions 
throughout eternity the hardened 
sinners who blaspheme against the 
Holy Spirit. 

4, Rejecting Christ is not the 
sin Jesus warns against in our 
text. I rejected Christ for years. 
Every effort to save me was re- 
jected for much too long a time 
by me—but I am saved today. Per- 
haps all who now are saved re- 
jected Christ when first He was 
offered them. How long suffering 
is God! How gentle is Christ! God 
saves Christ rejectors when in 
repentance and tears, they turn 
from rejection to acceptance. 


But I warn you, this nation is 
fast becoming .a -Christ-rejecting 
nation, Unbelief<grows on every 
hand. ‘Despite radio messages, 
tracts, churches, revivals and 
many other efforts, millions who 
know about Christ, who have had 
his claims pressed upon them, go 
on in their rejection and will die 
and go to Hell unless they change 
their: way. Are you a Christ re- 
jector? Are you holding Him at 
arm’s length? Do you keep the 
door of your heart bolted against 
Him? Be warned! That road leads 
to Hell and many are on it to- 
day. 


II. WHAT 1S THE UNPARDON- 
ABLE SIN? HOW IS IT COM- 
MITTED? 


I do not know all that the un- 
pardonable sin is. I do know how- 
ever that it has to do with the 
Holy Spirit and I would warn now 
of four vital facts: 7 


1. You had better listen to the 
call of the Holy Spirit, for God 
cannot reach you except through 
Him. 


I say it with all reverence, God 
cannot save the sinner who does 
not respond to the work of the 
Holy Spirit. No one can do for 
the sinner that which will bring 
him to salvation except the Holy 
Spirit. I preach against sin and 
against sins. I cry aloud with 
trumpet voice seeking to get men 
to see what sin is doing and ‘will 
do to and for them. I know that 
none will seek a remedy for sin 
unless they are brought to see its 
blackness and its consequence. But 
as I preach I know that unless 
the Holy Spirit can take the mes- 
sage and plunge it into hearts, 
men will not be convicted of sin. 
My lost friend, do not sin ng 
the only Person and Power who 
can show you your lost and un- 
done condition. 


Again, no one can bring men to 
Jesus except the Holy Spirit. We 
preachers point men to Jesus as

Last night_.girl and boy, teen 
age, brilliant and innocent in ap- 
pearance, bright as a dollar, stood 
to tell how they were saved five 
years ago when I preached at the 
mission. Sunday night . another 
teen age girl came to remind me 
that she was saved under my min- 
istry here. But a large proportion 
of the converts here are men, and 
they turn out fine, too. Two years 
ago I preached in this ‘rescue mis- 
sion, just as I neared the end of 
my sermon, a young man, perhaps 
32, came into the mission leading 


his mother by the hand. They sat 
down till I gave the invitation, as 
I recall, then came to the front. 
Both were nicely dressed. The 
mother did not lead the son, 
though she was saved—the son led 
the mother. With tears that young 
business man told how he had 
heard the radio broadcast that 
afternoon as he was at home get- 
ting over a big drunk. He was 
deeply convicted, could have no 
peace. In the evening he called 
his wife to his side, told her, “T 
am going to get Mother and go 
down to that mission and get 
saved.” That is what he did. Yes- 
terday I inquired about him, was 
told that he is living straight for 
God, that he gave $1,200 in tithes 
during the last year! 


One of the ushers Sunday night 
was saved as a result of my first 
visit here, I believe. He has a love- 
‘ly wife and baby. A girl 18, testi- 
fied Sunday night that she was 
saved a week ago here at the 
mission. She has no home to go 
to, lived at Memphis, Tennessee, 
started for the Pacific coast to 
see her sweetheart in the service. 
Stopping in Evansville she could 
find no room in the crowded city, 
asked the police where she could 
go, was sent to Evansville Rescue 
Mission. Here she was saved, has 
written her sweetheart of her con- 
version, told him if he would come 
with her for Christ, well and good, 
if not, the engagement was broken. 
She changed plans, is entering 


nurses training, is at the services’ 


each night with shining face, gives 
a happy testimony. . 

One man now in service was 
saved nine months ago. He told 
me how he came to the mission 
after a night in jail, after booze 
had broken his wife’s health and 
broken his home and taken all his 
money for years. Now, after being 
saved nine months he has $1,085 
in the bank, more in war bonds, 
carries his Bible with him every- 
where. He came in yesterday just 
to ask me to pray with. him. His 
fervor, his tears of humility, his 
thanksgiving for his new heart 


and changed life were wonderful. 

Men are still being saved at 
Evansville Rescue Mission, Sunday 
night a young wife who-had been 
saved a few days ago brought her 
husband to the services, and she 
and another convert talked to him. 
He ‘has recently been discharged 
from the army overseas for rea- 
sons of health, I understand. He 
was happily saved. A man and 
wife came who had recently lost 
a baby came back to God. A 


‘young woman working in a war 


plant, attractive and intelligent, 
came with many tears to surren- 
der to Christ. Seven came forward 


to confess Christ Sunday night; 
three men, two women, two boys. 
One was a Catholic, happily saved. 
Last night from a small Monday 
night crowd one fine looking, well 
dressed man saved, never having 
made a profession before. Another 
man, son of a Methodist preacher, 
a backslider for many many years, 
came back to Christ’s presence 
and will, happily last night. God 
still saves men and women where 
the gospel in power is taken to 
them.

And surely God’s preacher 
today, knowing that God is no re- 
spector of persons. and .theréfore 
so acts today, will warn men not 
to continue to sin .against the 
striving Holy Spirit for there 
comes a time when he gives men 
up. spe an Le, 

He gave up on Pharoah and his 
crowd. He gave up on Sodom and 
Gomorrah: He gave up on Korah 
and his followers. And when he 
did, disaster followed. If I could 
go to Hell now and preach to the 
people who were drowned in the 
flood, they would not be saved, for 
the Holy Spirit gave them up 
when “the door was Shut.” Never 
again has He or will He strive 
with them about their sins and 


their need of salvation. The door 
is forever shut. 


Will He have to give you up, 
my friend? I beg you, listen to 
His voice. He says, “Today if ye 
hear His voice, harden not your 
hearts.” (Heb. 3:7, 8).

In Revelation 22:17 we have 
God’s last charge and invitation. 
It reads, “And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come.

freely. They have not committed 
the unpardonable sin. 


But no one will be thirsty apart 
from the work of the Holy Spirit. 
And no one will come apart from 
the work of the Holy Spirit. tf 
you have come to the place you 
have no. desire Godward, you 
either have been left alone by the 
Holy Spirit or you are in mortal 
danger of that terrible act. Men 


tell me, “I do not feel like 
saved.” When they do I wo: 
if they speak the truth; for if 
they do, there is no hope of ever 
landing them for Jesus. Men 
chained in sins tell me they can’t 
turn from them. If so, they are 
not among the ‘whosoever will’s’ 
who can be saved. When I remem- 
ber how sin deadens the con- 
science, blights noble emotions, 
and binds men as’slaves; when I 
preach and men do not come to 
Jesus, when I remember that only 
the Holy Spirit can create a de- 
sire and thirst for salvation, I 
wonder if many have not So sin- 
ned that the Holy Spirit no longer 
strives with them. 


People say, “I anr not ready to 
be a Christian.” They mean by 
that, that some day. they will be 
ready. But they will never be 
ready unless their wicked hearts 
can be pricked by the Holy Spirit. 
They say they will accept Christ 
later, but they will never accept 
Christ except as they are drawn 
to Him by the Holy Spirit. 

Beware, lost friend! The only 
person between you and eternal 
Hell is that Person who once did 
and, I trust, still does speak to you 
in that strange small voice. If you 
value your soul, do. not reject his 
pleading any longer. 

And now I come to close this 
message. I have admitted my 
great ignorance of my subject. I 
have tried to warn you of danger 
ahead. Now, may I make this hon- 
est proposition? Do you have any 
desire left to be saved? If so, act 
upon it! God gave you that desire. 
It is the work of the Holy Spirit. 
It is God in action, calling you to 
rest your soul’s needs in Jesus. 
Acting on that God-giving desire, 
yield yourself to the Lord Jesus.

_ think there is a contradiction, it 
is because we have misunderstood 
or misinterpreted the Scripture: 


We will not argue about this 


| question, in this article. We wiil

not argue about whether all men 
and women in the world, saved 


and lost, are sinners; God’s Word=- 


Says that they are. That is not 
what this article is about. Rather, 
our purpose here is to find from 
the Bible what sin is. Perhaps if 
we learn what sin really is, it will 
not be so hard for. us to believe 
what God says about it and about 
us. 


We believe that the following 
Statements, each borne out by a 
definite and explicit Scripture, 
will help us t> understand what 
Sin is in God’s sight. 

1, Sin is any transgression of 
the law in act, in thought, or in 
implication (I John 3:4). 

2. Néglect of any known duty 
is sin (James 4:17). 

3. “Whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin” (Romans 14:23). 

4. The very thought of foolish- 
ness is sin (Prov. 24:9). 

». Having not paid any vow to 
God is sin (Deut. 23:21). 

6. Even to come short of the 
glory of God is sin (Romans 3:23). 

Reader, according to these di- 
vine definitions of sin, do you sin? 
I. Transgression of the Law is Sin 

Any transgression of God’s law 
is’ sin: First John 3:4 says, “Who- 


~-goever committeth sin transgress- 


eth also the law: for sin is the 
transgression of the law.” 


~ "We may say that the law is 
summed up in the Ten Command- 
ments. The ceremonial law is 
summed up, in some sense, in the 
Sabbath commandment. All the 
moral law is summed up in the 
other nine. The ceremonial laws 
were expressly commanded to 
Jews under the law, and to no- 
body else. For a Jew to violate 


“ ceremonial law before the hand- 


writing of ceremonial ordinances 
was nailed to the cross, would be 
sin. Since the ceremonial com- 
mands were never for anybody 
but the Jews, others were not re- 
quired to keep them. 

But the other nine of the Ten 
Commandments concern moral 
matters and are binding on every 
person in the. world. 

The Ten Commandments as giv- 
en in Exodus, chapter 20, are as 
follows: 

1. “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me.” 

2. “Thou shalt not make unto 
thee any graven image, or any 


heaven above, or that is in the 


e likeness of any thing that is in 


earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth. Thou shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, nor 


~ serve them... .” 


3. ‘Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in 
Vain.” 


4, “Remember the sabbath day, 
to keep it holy.” 


5. “Honour thy father and thy 
mother.” 


6. “Thou shalt, not kill.” 


7. “Thou shalt not “commit. 
adultery.” 


8. “Thou shalt not steal. ay 
9. “Thou shalt not. ‘bear false 


. Witness against thy neighbour.” 


10. “Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbours house, thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbour’s. wife, nor 
his manservant, nor his maid- 
servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is thy neigh- |.

Is SIN? 


Colossians 2:16, 17 deaily tell 
us that the ceremonial laws, in- 
cluding the’ Sabbath command- 
ment, are not binding on Chris- 
tians now; they were only “a 
shadow of things to come” and 
are already fulfilled in Christ. But 
anyone who breaks any other of 
these plain commandments, | sins. 
Sin is a’ transgression of the law. 
Every transgression of the com- 
mandments addressed to us, is sin. 


To love or worship anything else 
in the world before God is wicked 
sin, violating the first command- 
ment. 


To bow down to or to worship 
before a worship center of \any 
kind, say, with a picture of Christ, 
or an image of the virgin Mary, 
or a crucifix, or a likeness of a 
saint, is sin, transgressing the law, 
especially the second command- 
ment, 


To take the name of the Lord 
God in vain is a sin. Whether that 
is done in cursing, or using God’s 
name as a byword, or saying, 
“Praise the Lord,” when we do not 
mean it from the heart, or to pre- 
tend to address God in prayer 
when actually we are thinking 
more of the people hearing than of 
God hearing, or when we close our 
prayer saying, “Im Jesus’ name,” 
when we are not really asking it 
for Jesus’ sake, it is the same 
wicked sin, violating the third 
commandment. 


Not to honor father and mother 
is a sin. It is a sin, even if your 
father is a drunkard, not to.honor 
him. It is a sin not to honor your 
mother even if she is unsaved and 
you are saved. And to honor fa- 
ther and mother, Jesus taught in 
Mark 7:9-13, means also to pro- 
vide for their needs. Failing to 
provide for father and. mother 
when they are old or dependent, is 
sin. . 

Murder, adultery, stealing, bear- 
ing false witness, and coveting 
anything belonging to one’s neigh- 
bor, are all sins, transgressing 
God’s law. 


Not only is it a sin to break 
the Ten Commandments in deed. 
It is equally a sin to break them 
in thought, in intention, in desire. 

This is illustrated by the words 
of Jesus in Matthew 5:28, “I say 
unto you, That, whosoever looketh 
on a woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultry with her al- 
ready in his heart.” Lust is adultry 
in God’s sight. 


It is illustrated also by I John 
3:15 which says, Whosoever hateth 
his brother is a murderer.” Hate is. 
murder in God’s sight. 


So a heart affection for money 
is idolatry as much as bowing 
down to an idol, in God’s sight. 
So, coveting is stealing, in God’s 
sight. Any breaking of these com- 
mandments in the heart is sin. 


These Ten Commandments are 
summed up in two by the Lord 
Jesus Christ in Matthew 22;37-40: 

“Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, This is the first 
ang great commandment. And the 

_4s like unto it, Thou shalt 
ove thy neighbour as thyself. On 
these two commandments hang all 
the law and the prophets.”  _ 

To love God with all your heart, 


soul and mind is the first and most. 


‘important commandment, It sums 
up all duty toward God. To love 
your neighbor as yourself, sums up 
all duty to humankind, and that is 
the second enon. On’ 


these two, said Jesus, hang all the 
law and/the prophets. This is a 
summing up of all haman duty. 


Commands to do are simply par- 
ticular details of the one great 
command to love. Any keeping of 
God’s commandments which does 
not simply, naturally tiow out of 
a heart full of love for God and 
all mankind, does not really fulfill 
the law. One might outwardly be 
perfectly blameless concerning the 
Ten Commandments, yet have 
violated every one of them in his 
heart. 
~ Do you love your neighbor as 


| much, as you love yourself? Are 


you as anxious for your neighbor 
to prosper, to make money, as for 
yourself to' prosper? Do you care 
‘as much about your neighbor’s 
having food as about having it 
yourself? When you trade or do 
business with a perfect stranger, 
are you really thinking just as 
much about doing him good as 
about doing yourself good? If not, 
then really you are breaking the 
Ten Commandments and are 
guilty of sin. 


II. Neglect of Any Known Duty 
is Sin 


“Therefore to him that knoweth 


to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin,’ says James 4:17. 
Every time you miss any duty, 
every time you postpone what you 
ought to do today, you sin. If you 
know anything that you ought to 
do differently about than you now 
do, then you are living in sin. Let 
us illustrate this truth. 


1. To cease praying, even for a 
moment, is sin. Samuel said in 
I Samuel 12:23, “God forbid that 
I should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you.” Ceasing 
to pray is a sin! First ‘Thessalon- 
ians 5:17 says, “Pray without 
ceasing.” In Luke 18:1 we are told 
of Jesus, “And he spake a parable 
unto them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not to 
faint.” Men ought always to pray 
and never give up, never cease, 
said Jesus. In Momans 12:12 we 
are commanded to be “instant in 
prayer.” In Ephesians, chapter 6, 
we are commanded to put on the 
whole armor of God, and verse 
eighteen says, “Praying always 
with all prayer and supplication in 
the Spirit, and watching thereunto 
with all perseverance and suppli- 
cation for all saints.” 


How strong are these commands 
of God! “Pray without ceasing,” 
“Men ought always to pray,” con- 
tinuing instant in prayer,’ “pray- 
ing always with all prayer.” To 
ever cease praying for a moment 
violates the plain command of 
God, and the Bible calls ceasing 
to pray a sin. 

A little thought will show that 
to pray all the time one must have 
his whole subconscious nature sat- 
urated: with prayer: always in 
touch with God, always yearning 
for the will of God, asleep or 
awake, conscious or unconscious, 
busy or at leisure. The Christian 
who ever ceases to pray, sins! 


“Impossible!” somebody says. 
Well, let us not argue about that. 
Whether it is possible or impossi- 
ble, that is exactly what the Bible 
commands one to do; and not to 
do it is a sin. “To him that know- 
eth to do good, and doeth it not, 
to him it is Sin.” 

2. For a Christian not to win 
souls continually, it is sin. The 
Great Commission command of 
Jesus is to go into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature. And Jesus said -in 
Matthew 4:19, “Follow me, and I 
will make you fishers of men.” 
If you really follow Jesus, you will 
win souls. If you do not win souls, 
it is a sin. 


“I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, 
and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit: for without me 
ye can do nothing,” said Jesus in 
John 15:5. If you abide in Christ, 
you will bring forth fruit, even 
much fruit. If we do not abide in 
Christ, we sin. Verse 4 of the same 
chapter plainly commands, “Abide 
in me, and I in you.” Abiding is 


a known duty; not to abide in 
Christ and bear fruit, is a sin. 
Christians who do not win souls 
regularly, consistently, frequently 
are guilty of sin in this matter, 


Jesus said that a Christian is 
the light of the world, the salt of 


the earth. Christians who have not 


lost their salt, or let their light 
be hidden under a bushel, can win 
souls. 

3. Not “to meditate day and 
night in the Bible is a sin. Psalm 


1:2 describes the upright and godly 
man as follows: “But his delight 


‘is in the law of the Lord; and in 


his law dot!: he meditate day and 
night.” Joshua was commanded to 
meditate in the Book of the Law 
day and night. Psalm 119 is full 
of teaching that the Scripture 
should be the constant delight and 
meditation of the child of God. 
Psalm 19:10 says of the Scrip- 
tures, “More to be desired are 
they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold: sweeter also than honey 
and the honeycomb.” To read, to 
memorize, to meditate on, to fol- 
low with the whole heart the 
teachings of the Scripture—that 
is the plain duty of évery Chris- 
tian. In proportion as we fail to 
meditate day and night in the 
Scriptures, to love them better 
than food, to find them sweeter 
than honey, we sin. against. God! 
Do you read the Bible all you 
ought to read it? Do you love it 
as you ought to love it? Is it 
sweet to you as it was to David? 
If you read the Bible every day 
as much as God allows you to and 
if to spend more time with the 
Bible would be a fault or sin, 
then you do well. If it would be 
good for you to read and study 
and love the Bible more, then 
you are sinning not to do so, for 
“to him that knoweth to do good, 
and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 


IIL. “Whatsoever is Not of Faith 
is Sin” 


It does not take murder to be 
sin. There are more sins than 
adultery. To transgress the law is 
sin, to fail to do any known duty 
is sin. And Romans 14:23 says, 
“And he that doubteth is damned 
if he eat, because he eateth not 
of faith: for whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin.” 

The immediate context of this 
Scripture concerns the eating of 
meat offered to idols. An idol is 
really nothing at all but a piece of 
wood or stone or metal. Certainly 
an idol is not a god if a man does 
not regard it so. Thus, some 
Christians would feel that meats 
first offered to idols and then sold 
in the butcher shops. had no re- 
ligious significance, good or bad, 
and their consciences could feel 
no reproach for eating such meats. 
But in any case that one should 
feel unsure, should doubt whether 
this was.right or not, the Scrip- 
ture clearly says that to eat under 
such cases would be a sin. “For 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin.” 


Remember that Hebrews 11:6 
tells us, “Without faith it is im- 
possible to please Him.” There- 
fore, anything one does without 
faith displeases God. Everything 
you do that you cannot do in faith, 
in good confidence, is a sin. What- 
ever you do that you have doubts 
about, is a sin, whether it is eating 
what you are not sure it is right 
to eat, or going where you are not 
sure it is right to go, or even 
preaching a sermon when you are 
not sure it is the sermon you 
should preach! Anything in the 
world which is not based on faith 
is sin, says the Scripture.. “For 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin.” 


Faith is the highest virtue. Un-} 


belief is the wickedest sin. 


Here is the reason that fretting 
and worry are such sins. John 
Wesley said, “I would no more fret 
than to curse and swear.” To fret 


is aS much a sin as to curse and. 


swear, because it violates that one 


great principle of pleasing God. 
You’ worry about tomorrow. be- | 


cause you do not have faith in 
God’s promises to keep you and 
supply your needs. You are un- 
happy about your prayers because 


ae 


you do not believe that God has 
heard them or will answer them. 
You are worried or uneasy about 
loved ones who are absent because 
you really do not believe that God 
will care for them. You really do 
not believe that “all things work 
together for good to them that 


love God, to them who are the 
called according to his purpose.” 

(Romans 8:23). You do not tithe 
and give liberal offerings besides, 
to the Lord and His cause? Then 
that is because you do not really 
believe all the wonderful promises 
God has made about caring for | 
His own. You are not willing to 
whip your children, not willing to 
go against sentiment of your com- 
munity to do what God has com- 
manded about a separated life? 
Then the trouble is that you do 
not believe that God will make it 
pay. You do not have faith about 
the matter, and therefore you sin, 


Perhaps you are a wife and you 
cannot believe that God wants you 
to obey your unsaved husband and 
to be stibject to him and thus win 
him, as I Peter 3:1-7 commands 
you to do. You fear it will turn 
out disastrously ? Then your sin is 
the sin of unbelief. You do not be- 
lieve God. And whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin. In every little 
detail in which you.do not joyous- 
ly trust the Lord and rest in Him, 
in that you sin! “Whatsoever is 
not of faith is sin.” 


V. “The Thought of Foolishness 
is Sin’’—Prov. 24:9 


Some people feel they never sin 
because they never kill anybody, 
they never get drunk, they never 
commit adultery, at least outward- 
ly. You who think so, I ask you 
this question: Do you ever have a 
foolish thought? Then the Scrip- 
ture says, “The thought of foolish- 
ness is sin.” 


Ephesians 5:3, 4 tells us that 
certain sins should not once be 
named among Christians as be- 
coming to saints, “nor foolish talk- 
ing, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient.” Foolish talking is a 
sin. How many Christians ever 
say anything foolish? Jesting is a 
sin. It should ‘‘not be once named 
among you, as becometh saints,” 
says the Scripture. I confess I do 
not know all that that Scripture 
means. I do not believe that wit 
and humor are necessarily wrong, 
“A merry heart ddeth good like 
a medicine” (Prov. 17:22), we are 
told. So a merry heart is certain- 
ly not wrong. The wit that God 
gave us is not wrong. God made 
monkeys and He must surely en- 
joy their antics. God made our wit 
and He must have intended us to 
use it. But talking without good 
aim or intention, just chattering, 
is a sin. And wit for its own sake 
is thus a sin. A joke might be 
seriously used to illustrate a 
blessed truth or to teach a fine 
lesson to the glory of God. But not 
once in the Bible is there a joke 
told simply as a joke. Not once 
did Jesus Himself ever joke for 
joking’s sake. Every word has a 
serious and holy intention. And so 
it ought to be in our lives. When 
we are merry, we ought to be 
merry for Jesus’ sake. And noth- 
ing ought to be said but what 
Jesus would approve and what we 
would gladly say in His presence, 
Never ought ¢ word to be said but 
that which will help to win souls, 
help to teach the Word, help to 
edify and bless the saints. Foolish 
talking and jesting is a sin. 

But here we find that even the

The ones against whom Jesus 
hurled the hottest invectives of all 
His ministry were the self- 
righteous Pharisees. Let us not be 
Nike them.-Oh, for penitent hearts 
to confess and lament our sins! 
Oh, for humble, child-like hearts 
to.depend not at all on our holding
